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BREAKFAST BITES. 



The town of Junction City is nearly 
200 miles from the Mexican border, 
the entire distanco to the city of 
Mexico from that place being about 
1,600 miles. A light wagon and a 
team of Texas horses were purchased, 
nd all plans for the trip had been 
perfected early last September. In 
the wagon were stored a complete 
outfit and a small 
amount of provisions, it being the in- 
tention of the ladles to procure the 
necessary supply of eatables from 
people along the line of their journey. 
The provisions takon along were only 
be used in cases of necessity. The 
only firearms carried were a brace of 
pistols. 

The country lying hetwen Junction 
City and Pledras Negra6, where they 
crossed the Kio Grande Hiver into 
Mexico, is a desolate, mountainous re- 
rcgion, tho only Inhabitants being 
ranchmen, tho inhabitations being at 
intervals of from twenty-five (o fifty 
The journey to the Uio Grande 
Itlver occupied four dtys. It was at 
the Mexican border that the girls met 
witti their first obstacfe. 

They found that the Mexican 
duties on their horses and wagons 
would cost them more than a new 
outfit. They conferred as to what 
ould be the best thing for them to 
o under tho circumstances, and 
finally they decided to dispatch their 
and wagons back to Junction 
City. This was done, and they crossed 
the bridge to Piedras Negras on 
foot, and purchased another outfit in 
that city, and again set out on their 
ty of 1,400 miles overland to the 
Capital. 

The journey to Monterey was made 
rcr mountain trails, but they were 
beset witlr no severe difficulties. 
They were treated, ^(th universal 
courtesy and respect by the natives, 
and were given overy assistance asked 
by those whom they met. They were 
prepared for dangej - ifV< adventure, 
but in this they wcre" r disappointed, 
the most thrilling incident of their 
trip being the riding of a drunken 
soldier into their tent by mistake, the 
asioni.-died but courteous Mexican 
quickly retired with profuse apolo- 
gies for the intrusion. 

In the higher altitudes they expe- 
rienced some discomforts, owing to 
chilly nights and the scarcity of wood 
and coal for camping. They passed 
through sections of the country which 
before been penetrated or 
traversed by any foreigner, and the 
astonishment of the natives was very 
nusing. 

Every night of the journey, which 
copied nearly three months, was 
spent in their camp tent alone and 
nprotected. They traveled by the 

'otosi and Pachuca. At Pachuca 
they spent several days visiting the 
mines, iron works and reducers. 

They spent several days in the city 
of Mexico, and started to make their 
return journey overland, but owing to 
the severe weather experienced on the 
uplands they were compelled to aban- 
don their team and wagon at San 
Louis Potosi and finish their trip by 
rail. But determined to enjoy the 
unsurpassed climate and scenery of 
Mexico to the utmost, they traveled a

For a moment the grenadier was in 
despair ; then he resolved to attempt 
the defense of the pass alone, 
made his preparations, loaded the 
guns, and watched for the enemy. 
The pass was steep and narrow, and 
the Austrians could enter only in 
double tiles, in doing which they would 
be tally exposed to the Are from the 
tower. 

It was near midnight when 
d'Auvorgvie heard the tramp of feet 
entering the defile. lie immediately 
^digfiharged two muskets iuto the dark 
"""hoss, as a warning that the garrisou 
was prepared to resist. 

The Austrian commander, finding 
tliat his plan of surprise had failed, 
postponed his attack, and at sunrise 
called on the garrison to surrender. 

"Say to your commander," 
brave grenadier replied, ''that the 
garrison will defend this pass to the 
last extremity.' 1 

The officer with his flag of truce 
carried back this message ; and shortly 
afterward, a piece of artillery was 
brought into the pass. The grenadier 
opened such a destructive Are upon 
the gunners that it was soon aban 
doncd, with a loss of five men. 

The Austrian Colonel ordered an 
assault. As the troops entered the 
defile, they were received with so ac- 
curate and rapid a fire, that by the 
time they had passed over half the 
distance they had lost fifteen men. 
They returned to the mouth of the de- 
#lo. Three more assaults were re- 



pal 



ed ii 
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ot the Austrians sent a 
ond summons to surrender. 

A favorable answer was this time 
returned. The garrison would 
render on the next morning, if al- 
lowed to march out with their arms, 
and return to the army unmolested. 
After some hesitation the terms were 
accepted. 

D'Auvergue had accomplished his 
object. The twenty-four hours which 
he bad gained had relieved the French 
of all embarrassment, and the carry- 
ing of (he pass was now of little mo- 
ment to the enemy. 

Tho next day at sunrise the Austrian 
troops lined the pass in two files, and 
through them the garrison was to 
pass out. The heavy door of the 
tower opened, and a bronzed grena- 
dier, loaded down with muskets, cams 
out and walked down past the troops. 
In astonishment tho Austrian colonel 
rode up to him, and asked why the 
garrison did not follow. 

"I am tho garrison, colonel," said 
the soldier proudly. 

"What 1" exclaimed the colonel, 
"ito ) ou meau that you alone have 
hold that tower against me?" 

"I have had the honor, colonel," was 
the reply, '^thc honor of France was at 

y The colonel gazed at him a moment 
with admiration ; then said warmly, 
"Grenadier, I salute you! I can ad- 
mire bravery if it is in an enemy." 

When the circumstance came to tho 
knowledge of Napoleau he offered to 
promote the brave Frenchman: but 
d'Auvergue said no. The various 
grenadier companies were united, and 

thousand men, while retaining only 
tho rank of captain. Hence ho was 
ki»own as "The First Grenadier of 
Fraucc."— [Youth's Companion.

It is no wonder that the South 
American Governments adopt so 
readily the decimal system of reckon- 
ing their currency, but even with that 
help they are not without making dif- 
ficulties In making change.
